is entitled to take the course, without charge 

All course instructors, over 500 throughout the province, are graduates 
of the program’s instructor's course, provided by the Hunter Training 
section of the Department. Included in the subjects covered are big 
game identification and habitat, mygratory and upland game birds, first 
aid. firearms, archery, survival, water safety, camping and equipment 
legislation and management. It is expected that about 7,000 persons will 
want to take the Hunter Training and Conservation course next year

Here, leadership 
opportunities are provided for those who will, in turn, teach others to 
enjoy the great outdoors and develop an appreciation for the natural 
environment 

The wilderness location in northwestern Alberta, selected for the 
Centre, offers a tremendous range of outdoor education opportunities. 
Potential programs include camping, natural science, nature and 
interpretation, aesthetics, conservation, administration and outdoor 
sports. Satellite and waterfront sites are designed for special programs 


The Centre will be ready for full program use early in 1971. Priority 
will be given to courses sponsored by the Department in co-operation 
with agencies who require leadership opportunities beyond their own 
resources.

Two young fellows who 
were apprehended in Gran- 
din Shoppers Park August 
28 appeared in St, Albert 
court last Wednesday morn- 
ing on a charge of possess- 
fon of LSD for purpose of 
trafficking.

no perceptible difference in 
the protein, calcium or 
phosphorous levels.

Two explanations have 
arisen for naming thissmall 
town near Evansville, Indi- 
ana, after the modified name 
of Saint Nicholas. About 
seventy-five years ago this 
town applied for a post office 
and suggested the name Sant 
Fe. When it was learned 
that this name already ap- 
plied to a post office in the 
State, the people decided to 
name it Santaclaus, chang- 
ing it in 1928 to the cus- 
tomary words. 

A second version says that 
in 1882, on Christmas Eve, 
while some residents were 
discussing in the general

The burning of the Yule 
clog or log is an ancient 
Christmas ceremony handed 
down from the Scandinavi- 
ans, who at their feast of 
Tuul, at the time of the 
winter solstice, used to kin- 
dle huge bonfires in honor 
of their God, Thor. 

The bringing in and pla- 
cing of the ponderous block 
(frequently the rugged and 
grotesque marked root of an 
oak) on the hearth of the 
wide chimney in the baronial 
hall was the most joyous of 
the ceremonies observed on 
Christmas Eve. It was drawn 


in triumph from its rest- 
ing place amid shouts and 
laughter, every wayfarer 


out ‘‘Let’s name it Santa 
Claus.’’ 

Whichever explanation is 
correct, the town has been 
busy both summer and win- 
ter in recent years. In 
summer, tourists stop to 
see the museum , the origi- 
nal post office with its fine 
collection of toys of the past 
decades. A Santa Claus 
park, life size Mother Goose 
figures, Kriss Kringle Street 
and a colored statue of the 
white bearded saint, 23 feet 
high, ‘weighing 42 tons-- 
all these make it a rare 
attraction during the ten 
months whenChristmas mail 
is of secondary interest.

Women rule 


Christmas 1885 


A picture of a beautiful 
woman ona current Christ- 
mas card would seem in 
appropriate to many. But 
feminine beauty enjoyed 
great popularity in Christ- 
mas cards during the late 
1880's. 

Until 1880, children and 


elderly women were most 
often pictured. Or, if adult 
young women did appear, 


they were shown as ‘‘tenders 
of the hearth,’ with their 
husbands, children or pets. 

Later, classic Greek and 
Roman feminine figures 
were used to convey ideals 
of feeling and beauty. 

Artists of the Royal Acad- 

emy in London beganthe new 
fashion for using contempor- 
ary women in their Christ- 
mas card illustrations in 
1881. One of the earliest 
if these was designed by 
W.F. Yeames and showed 
a richly-gowned young wo- 
man asleep in a chair, with 
winged cupids in a golden 
cage. 
In 1885, fashion figures 
ff elegant women were a 
typical subject of Christmas 
cards. An example is Louis 
‘ards. An example is a 
Louis Prang card from the 
Norcross Historical Collec- 
tion. 

Mr. Prang, who published 
the best-known early greet- 
ing cards in the U.S., con- 
ducted a Christmas card 
competition. The $1,000 
first prize was won by Eli- 
hu Vedder, a well-known 
American artist. 

The model for his suc- 
cessful illustration was his 
wife, andthe inscription read 
in part, ‘‘Thy own wish, 
wish I thee in every place.’’

CEPPO 


The Italians further or- 
nament it with tiny pine 
cones and candles along the 
edges and place a much 
larger cone or a puppet at 
the top. 

Generally each child has 
his own Ceppo, 

The upper shelves are 
used to hold gifts and some 
are laden with candy and 
nuts, On the bottom shelf 
is placed the infant Jesus, 
surrounded by shepherds, 
saints and angels. 


A Ceppo built on a larger 
scale would make a novel 
arrangement for gifts for 
the whole family.
